Panic reigned at Santa 
Ana, where the residents thronged 
the streets in alarm. 
Thus it remains

newspaper to tell us what happened 
in Santa Ana. 
The truth 
of the purported Los 
Angeles dispatch is that it is a bare­ 
faced falsehood. 
If there was any 
earthquake ou the night of October 22

23, 
we 
did 
not 
feel 
it.

there was any earthquake of any con-

sequence anywhere in California that j 
night or any other night or during the

daytime or any day in months, we j 
failed to feel it 
Not upon the night of October 22, 
23 or 24 nor any other date in October 
was there a panic of any kind in Santa 
Ana. 
Within the memory of man no one j 
has ev er been hurt in Santa Ana by an j 
earthquake, no material 
damage,

any, lias been done, no houses hav e j

with or on account of an earthquake,

There 
hav e 
been serious 
earth- j 
quakes in California. 
Nobody denies, 
it, and when those earthquakes occur, 
eastern newspapers

The dismal record of business fail­ 
ures in the panic years of 
18 93 and 
18 94 hav e stood for many years as a 
danger signal to Americans 
and 
a 
warning of what a Democratic tariff 
might produce.
